He also did graduate work at Florida Atlantic University in Boca Raton, 
Florida where he earned a M.S. Degree in Guidance and Counseling and certified in 
Administration and Supervision. He is presently serving as the administrative 
assistant of the Community Action Migrant Program in the Glades Area. 


He is married to Josephine Harrison, a guidance counselor at Gove Elementary 
School. They have three children, Malcolm 6, Michelle 4, and Mark 2. They reside 
at 1241 S.W. Ave. B Place in Belle Glade. 


Harrison was instrumental in getting summer jobs for 167 students in the Glades 
Area according to their needs regardless of race or national origin. 


He is a member of the Omega Psi-Phi Fraternity, Inc. Prince Hall Grand Lodge 
Okeechobee No. 54, and of Palm Beach County Advisory Board to the Board of 
County Commissioners.

Priorities of Commitments 


1. Expansion of city sewage 
Reason present the city cannot expand because of lack of city sewage and water 
f Belle Glade is to grow we have to plan more thoroughly in these areas 
so that more homes can be built, 


2.Oppose to building a new city hall d 

Reason: It is my personal feeling that the city of Belle Glade does not warrant a 
complex of this nature at this time. If we would plan on expanding city sewage and 
improving our water facilities which would allow for more houses to be built, then 
the city could receive from them revenue which woüld help to support the building 
of a new complex as opposed to higher taxation of the people. The estimated cost of 
the new construction is 1.066 million dollars. 


3. City streets--continous improvement of streets 

Reason: At present the streets in the south west section of our city have been under 
construction for approximately seven months and they are presently in very poor 
condition. Many of our citizens have not been able to utilize these streets and some 
have had to leave their cars in their driveways or park far distances from where they 
live. Some of this could be alleviated with more extensive planning. 


1. Comprehensive recreation program 

Reason: The city needs .a viable recreation program which would include 
recreation for the young children to the senior citizens. The youth of this city do 
not have anything constructive to do much of the time, therefore, we find many of 
them on the streets. 1 would ask that surveys be made of other cities with 
functioning recreation programs and with modification, we could develop our own 
to best suit our particular needs. 


Low cost housing and city municipal trailer park 
on: Homes are very much needed and the lower income families cannot afford 
nventional home at the present cost and interest rate. With my experience in 
writing proposals to the Federal Government for grants, I would try to initiate a low 
cost housing program as soon as possible. I also feel that the city should construct a 
municipal trailer park. The city could then receive revenue from this venture which 
in essence would subsidize itself and at a future date could become a 65% profit 
making venture for the city.

It never ceases to amaze me how politicians are unable: to 
recognize the citizen across the street until three weeks before 
election. 3 
E In the past, it seemed the prerequisite for soliciting votes in a 
city election here in Belle Glade was simply to declare, “Lam a 
man, and I have lived in the city for a long time.” and, PRESTO, 
election is guaranteed. Beyond meeting the above criteria, 1 have 
more to offer. 

I have a passionate interest in improving -- both physical and 
social -- in Belle Glade, and in so doing, it will positively affect all 
residents. The three basic needs have been defined as food, clothing 
and shelter, and needed to complement or enhance those needs are 
employment, health services and recreation.

Shelter is one of the basic needs, and with the cost of 
construction and scarcity of money to lend for the purpose of 
building, it is difficult for the city to dictate to Property owners what 
rent rates should be. But, every resource should he exhausted to 
secure housing for low-income families and senior citizens on fixed 
incomes, . 

Poverty and unemployment breed crime. With the Glades 
growing literally sweeter and sweeter everyday with a booming vues

cane industry, the unemployment rates are bound to in 
Unemployment means crime, sometimes to survive. And 

means jail. And jail means a blurred record. And a blurred record 
means you cannot get a decent job -- back in the same boat!! It’s a 
vicious circle (cycle) that needs to be combatted. 

I feel we can increase employment by : (1) haying other 
industries to come into the area; (2) provide training in marketable 
skills applicable to industrial activity (existing and potential) in'this 
area. In my opinion, we will be more successful getting skills to:fit 
the job as opposed to jobs to fit the skills, 

In the past, I have known our municipal court to take in more 
than $100,000 a year, which causes me to tremble and wonder, I 
tremble when I think of what the crime rate must be to produce this 
magnitude of revenue. It makes you wonder whether or not the 
municipal court system is indeed a money-making-escapade.

Hi , sewer improvements will 
soon release our builders to begin adding to the hous: market. 
Furthermore, some of the older structures in Belle Glade need 
improvements, which can be accomplished by joint efforts of the City 
and private enterprise. President Ford recently ‘signed into law the 
Community * Development Act which could provide considerable 
funding to the City for financing of these improvements. This is a new 
type program, without the customary “federal strings” attached, and 
would give broad discretionary powers to the City Commission on the 
allocation of this money. I have followed this program from its 
inception and am prepared to make knowledgable descisions on this 
program. 


(3) Gity Hall and Fire Station - I support the construction of a new city 
hall and fire station. I qualify this statement only-by saying it should 
he within budgetary limitations as established bys a long range 
financing plan. Ten years ago a new city hall was labeled “to 

ptiority” by the City's leaders at that time. The need has некедегі 
drastically in the last few years.
